BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 1. (1) The departnent of ecol ogy, in
consultation with the solid waste advisory commttee created under RCW
70.95. 040, shall <conduct research and develop recomendations for
i npl enmenting and financing an el ectronic product collection, recycling,
and reuse program The departnent and the solid waste advisory
commttee shall consult wth stakeholders including persons who
represent covered el ectronic product manufacturers, covered el ectronic
product retailers, waste haulers, electronics recyclers, charities,
cities, counti es, envi ronment al or gani zati ons, public interest
organi zations, and other interested parties that have a role or
interest in the collection, reuse, and recycling of covered el ectronic
product s.

(2) The departnent shall identify and evaluate existing projects
and encourage new pilot projects for covered electronic product
coll ection, recycling, and reuse that allow for new information to be
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obt ai ned. In evaluating new and existing projects, factors to be
consi dered i ncl ude:

(a) Urban versus rural recycling chall enges and i ssues;

(b) The invol venent of covered el ectronic product manufacturers;

(c) Different nethods of financing the collection, reuse, and
recycling prograns for covered el ectronic products;

(d) The inpact of the approach on |ocal governnents, nonprofit
organi zati ons, waste haul ers, and other stakehol ders;

(e) How to address historic and orphan waste; and

(f) The effect of landfill bans on collection and recovery of
covered el ectronic products.

(3) The departnent shall al so:

(a) Examne existing progranms and infrastructure for reuse and
recycling of electronic waste;

(b) Conpile information on electronic product nanufacturers
covered el ectronic product collection, recycling, and reuse prograns;

(c) Review existing data on the costs to collect, transport, and
recycl e el ectroni c waste;

(d) Devel op possible performance neasures to assess the
ef fecti veness of collection, reuse, and recycling of covered el ectronic
pr oduct s;

(e) Develop a description of what could be acconplished voluntarily
and what would require regulation or legislation if needed to inplenent
the recommended statew de coll ection, recycling, and reuse program for
covered el ectronic products;

(f) Research the potential inpacts of recycling or reusing
electronic waste on jobs, recycling infrastructure, and econonic
devel opnent ;

(g) Evaluate the suitability of lined and unlined facilities for
t he di sposal of covered el ectronic products;

(h) Explore state financial incentives for devel oping business
opportunities and jobs in the area of covered electronic product
recycling and reuse infrastructure,;

(1) Develop and assess ways to establish and finance a statew de
collection, reuse, and recycling program for covered electronic
products;

(j) Wrk with the federal environmental protection agency, other
federal agencies, and interested stakehol ders to:
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(i) Determne the amunt of electronic waste exported from
Washi ngton that is subject to reporting under 40 CF.R part 262;

(1i) Determne the amunt of electronic waste exported from
Washi ngton that is not subject to reporting under 40 C F. R part 262,
i ncluding electronic waste from househol ds, small quantity generators,
regul at ed generators, and other sources; and

(ti1) ldentify nmethods to determne if exports of electronic waste
from Washington are in conpliance with national laws in destination
countri es;

(k) Examne the need for and devel op recommendations to address
el ectronic waste <collection, reuse, and recycling services, and
financing options for charities, school districts, governnent agenci es,
and smal | busi nesses; and

(') Gve special consideration to costs incurred by charitable
organi zations receiving unwanted el ectronic products and possible pil ot
projects and other waste collection systens that could be devel oped to
address these products and costs related to di sposal.

(4) The departnent shall report its findings and recommendati ons
for inplementing and financing an electronic product collection,
recycling, and reuse program to the appropriate commttees of the
| egi sl ature by Decenber 15, 2004, and Decenber 15, 2005.

(5) For purposes of this section "covered el ectronic product” neans
conputer nonitors, personal conputers, and televisions sold to
consuners for personal use, but does not include: (a) An autonobile or
any cathode ray tube, cathode ray tube device, flat panel screen
personal conputer, or other simlar video display device that 1is
contained within, and is not separate from the autonobile; or (b)
monitoring and control instrunments and systens, nedical devices and
products, including materials intended for use as ingredients in such
products, as such terns are defined in the federal food, drug, and
cosnetic act (21 U S.C. Sec. 301 et seq.) or the virus-serumtoxin act
of 1913 (21 U S. C. Sec. 151 et seq.), and regulations issued under
t hose acts, and other equipnent used in the delivery of patient care in
a health care setting.

(6) This section expires Decenber 31, 2005.
